Alex brought a computer with one of 
David Small's "SST 68030" Boards to 
demonstrate, Jim Hood brought his "TT" which of 
course also uses a 68030 chip for comparison. The 
TT is rated at 30mhz and the SST is rated at 
5Qmhz, For comparison with the plain vanilla ST 
the dub's MEGA 2 was also in attendance. 

Had all the operators been equal the TT 
would probably have won the demo hands down, 
however handicapped as it w'as with an ex- officer 
running it the two machines were pretty evenly 
matched. Compared to a standard ST their speed is 
impressive. 

Alex also brought one of his Floptical drives 
to show. The Floptical holds 2 1 megabytes on a 
small 3.5" disk which looks like a regular floppy. 
It operates 3 times faster than a regular floppy 
drive but only a fifth as fast as a hard drive. Cost 


$400 plus an adapter at $90. The disks cost less 
than $20, 

Mike Fulton, AT ARTs finest, brought 
another 68030 machine, the illusive Falcon, but 
unfortunately did not have the setup to run the 
same demo as our other machines. Mike did bring 
samples of and demonstrated some of the latest 
game software that is being made ready for the 
Falcon. One was called HUMANS, a lemmings 
like game, the other SPACE JUNK, One thing 
that should make the Falcon popular with 
teenagers is the very capable audio w r hich on a 
clear night should be good for several miles. 

Mike said the final revision of the new

testing that day and will, be ready shortly but not 
with the first Falcon's.
